Fund Facts on 
Water Control 


W ASHINGTON, D. C. — U. S 
Senator Thom as C. Hennings, Jr. 
(D -M o.) announced today th at he 
has been advised by the D epart­ 
m ent of H ealth, Education and 
W elfare th a t a supplem ental ap­ 
propriation has 
been subm itted 
to the B ureau of the Budget for 
transm ission to Congress for funds 
to carry out the W ater Pollution 
Control A ct of 1956, approved by 
the P resident Ju ly 9. 
The W ater Pollution Control Act 
of 1956 w ill m ake available $50 
m illion a year during the next ten 
year period in Federal grants-in- 
aid to states and local m unicipal­ 
ities for the construction of sew ­ 
age disposal system s. The F eder­ 
al share of any project is lim ited 
to 30 per cent of the total cost, or 
$250,000, w hichever is th e sm all­ 
er. H alf of the funds available 
w ill go to localities w ith a pop­ 
ulation of 125,000 or under. 
T he D epartm ent of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and W elfare also advised 
H ennings th a t they are now in the 
process of setting up rules, regu­ 
lations and procedure to be fol­ 
lowed in applying for these funds. 
Senator Hennings, earlier in the 
session, urged Congress to enact 
em ergency legislation to meet this 
serious problem . In announcing 
th at he w ill give the procedure for 
applying for these ’Federal funds 
ju st as soon as this inform ation 
is available, H ennigs said. 
“E arlier in this session. I strong­ 
ly urged the Congress to give 
favorable 
consideration 
to 
this 
legislation w hich w ill be of great 
assistance to our M issouri m unici­ 
palities in the construction of ade­ 
quate sewage 
treatm ent plants. 
The pollution of our w ater re ­ 
sources is a national disgrace. It 
has contributed to the spread of 
bacteria and disease, has 
de­ 
stroyed fish and w ildlife, has p re­ 
vented the use of our stream s for 
recreational purposes, and 
has 
seriously lim ited our source of 
drinking w ater. 
“This problem is one of nation­ 
al concern and since th e con- i 
struction qf adequate faci’ities ’lo 
arrest it w ill protect the healths 
and w elfare of all citizens, I be­ 
lieve th a t it is only right and just 
th a t the 
federal 
governm ent 
should participate in this pro- j 
gram . Once the procedure to be 
followed in applying for these 
funds is form ulated, I w ill, of 
course be happy to do all in m y 
pow er in behalf of securing ade 
quate funds to assist our Mi 
souri cities and tow ns in the coi 
struction of these needed facil 
ties.”

These higher - than -n ecessary 
rates in m any counties, the S u r­ 
vey said, are in addition to tax 
relief that could be granted if 
excessive surpluses in some coun­ 
ties w ere reduced, as revealed in 
a recent county budget study.

On the other hand 
automobile production is down 30 
per cent from the record of April 
1955 but'it’s still above the annual 
rate for any year except 1955.. 
Nance says that while there will 
be minor fluctuations from month 
to month there are no indications 
of significant declines in the busi 
ness picture. Odds favor 1956 be 
ing a better year for business than 
1955. 
Consumers wiU probably 
have more money to spend than 
ever before during the last half of 
1956. 
The outlook for farm income has 
improved due mainly to an in­ 
crease in farm prices. 
By mid- 
June die parity ratio had advanc 
ed from a low of 80 in December 
to 85. 
Most farm product prices 
are expected to follow the usual 
seasonal pattern during the next 
six months but farm income for 
the year will total slightly below 
1955 because of the lower prices 
at the beginning of the year. 
Land prices 
continue to rise 
some in most states but at a much 
lower rate. 
Indications are that 
prices for farm land will level out. 
Outlook By Commodity 
Cattle —Prices for top grades of 
fed cattle should rise seasonally. 
Slaughter cattle so far this year 
have run 6 per cent above a year 
ago but fewer cattle were in feed 
lots April 1st. Feeder cattle pric­ 
es are expected to be slightly low­ 
er than last fall due to record 1956 
calf crop and higher predicted 
feed costs. 
Hogs' — Prices for hogs should 
remain steady for 30 days follow­ 
ed by the seasonal decline. How­ 
ever, prices are not expected to 
drop nearly as low as last fall and 
winter. This is due to the fact that 
the spring pig crop was down 8 
per cent from last year. The 1956 
fall pig crop is expected to be 7 
per cent less than last year. 
Eggs — Prices for eggs of good 
quality will advance while those 
sold for current receipts will tend 
to weaken. Approximately 15 per 
cent fewer layers are on hand but 
consumption will increase due to 
growth in population. 
Feed Grains—With limited sup­ 
plies of free corn in prospect, corn 
prices are expected to continue 
firm during the next 2 or S months. 
A near record supply of feed grain 
is in prospect for the 1956-57 feed­ 
ing year. 
Price of oats and bar­ 
ley probably will decline season­ 
ally in the next 30 days but the 


drop may be less than usual sinct 
current prices are not much a- 
bove support prices. 
Wheat — Now that the heavy rui, 
of harvest is over prices can be 
expected to rise seasonally to a- 
bout $2.00 per bushel. 
Soybeans — The 1956 soybean 
crop is estimated at somethin* 
over V400 million bushels, which 
will establish a new record. Pric­ 
es are expected to decline near 
loan rate (2.15) at harvest. 
Cotton — Prices for middling 15- 
16” cotton have averaged 35.50 
cents in recent weeks on two cents 
above a year ago. Minimum price 
support has been set for 1956 at 
82.5 per cent of parity and prices 
will average about 911.50 a bale, 
less than 1955 crop.

Despite Administration efforts 
to improve agriculture, the old 
law of supply and demand still 
holds good and output of farm 
products continues to run ahead 
of 
consumption, 
according’ 
to 
Rex R. Bailey, president of the 
Doane Agriculture Service, Inc., 
St. Louis. 
Speaking before the Ninth An­ 
nual Stocker and Feeder Con­ 
ference of the National Live 
Stock Producers Association in 
St. Louis, Bailey pointed out 
that even with marketing con­ 
trols, and in spite of drought, 
we produced in 1955 4.4 percent 
more agricultural products than 
we consumed. Moreover, some 
economists, he said, believe that 
the trend will continue. 
Repeating a statement which 
he made before the Economic 
Conference at Rollins College in 
Florida in 1953, Bailey asserted 
that "economic forces will be 
the dominating influence regard­ 
less of the party in power.” 
The agricultural expert ob­ 
served that results obtained from 
our fanning, ranching and feed­ 
ing operation* during the past 
four yeart have had a sobering 
effect on ui all. "They have 
proved that the ‘easy money’ 
period is past and all indica­ 
tions point to continued low 
prices and close margins in the 
coming year and perhaps long­ 
er.” 
“The major hazard of farming 
and ranching,” he said, 
"has 
shifted from production to pric­ 
es. The price hazard is up. Cap­ 
ital investments of farmers and 
ranchers are high.” 
Sixty-nine live stock special­ 
ists from 21-member agencies of 
the National Association attend­ 
ed the two-day meeting. The 
Producers Live Stock Market­ 
ing Association at National Stock 
Yards was host to representative 
of the various agencies which 
serve some 557,000 farmers and 
ranchers on 89 major live stock 
markets throughout the U. 8.

Let’s take a look behind the 
scenes at a topic that w e hear 
mentioned almost every day of 
the 
year—the 
m eat-type 
hog. 
Let’s take a new look at the 
qualities that a m eat-type hog 
should have. 
We might say that this meat 
hog should have quailities that 
w ill satisfy all the wants of the 
consumer, 
retailer, 
processor, 
market 
people 
and 
producer; 
qualities that w ill give a reason­ 
able return to the producer and 
all levels of the marketing and 
processing 
channels; 
and 
that 
w ill provide the pork cuts de­ 
sired by the consumer at a rea­ 
sonable prioe to her. We do have 
some ideas on the. qualities need­ 
ed but there are differences of 
opinion on what and how to get 
them. 
It appears that people want a 
combination of leaness and ten­ 
derness in meat. This is not an 
impossible combination. 
In defining a m eat-type hog, 
let’s use the word type as the 
key word. Type is alt those char­ 
acteristics w'hich contribute to 
the usefulness of the animal for 
a specific purpose. 
We can measure the hogs use­ 
fulness in three ways. 
First, by the hog's ability to 
prolifically 
reproduce 
t h e m - 
selves. Consider the feed fed the 
sow as overhead, each pig of 
an eight-pig litter is about $6.25 
in the red as com pared to $8.33 
for each pig from a litter of 
Oix. Eight pigs per litter is the 
accepted standard. 
The second m easure is the ef­ 
ficiency of feed utilization. We 
must get economical gains. Feed 
efficiency is reasonably herita­ 
ble. The “on-the-farm” m easure 
of this is weight for agv so long 
fts the pigs are on full feed. 
Thus, a 200 pound hog at 180 
days has become the standard. 
The th ird m easure js the con­ 
sum er’s acceptance of the pork 
cuts. It is not entirely a lack of 
fat 
th at 
the 
housew ife 
w ants 
b ut rather a lot of m uscle (red 
m eat) w ith a favorable ratio of 
fat to lean. 
So. meat-type hogs are those 
which 
will 
consistently 
rep ro ­ 
duce 
themselves 
in 
litters 
of 
eight or more pigs. At market 
w eights of 200—225 pounds they 
w ill have a minimum of carcass 
fat 
and 
adequate m uscling as 
to provide choice quality, readi­ 
ly acceptable cuts of pork. And 
they w ill attain these two goals 
in from five to six months of 
age while on a full feed of a 
common, practical, corn belt ra­ 
tion consisting largely of corn. 
Such a hog W’ould y ield cuts 
of pork that would gain ground 
once again in the consumer's fa­ 
vor. 
Selection of breeding stock is 
the most important item in get­ 
ting this kind of meat hogs; This 
kind 
of 
hog would 
command 
higher market prices every day. 


REFRIGERATED EGGS 
ON THE FARM 
One of the newest items of 
poqltry 
equipment 
used 
by 
Southeast Missouri egg produc 
ers is the refrigerated egg cool 
er. Several requests for infor­ 
mation on coolers have been re­ 
ceived 
this 
year 
so 
probably 
several cooling cabinets and re 
frigerated 
egg 
rooms 
w ill 
be 
installed or built this year. 
R esearch on egg holding rooms 
at the M issouri College of A gri­ 
culture has shown th at quality 
can be m aintained in a well in ­ 
sulated cellar or basem ent, es 
peciallv if the eggs are m arketed 
twice a w eek during the sum ­ 
m er m onths. U nfortunately some 
producers do not have this type 
of 
cooling 
place 
available. 
If 
this is the case on your farm , 
they you m ay w ant to consider 
using refrigeration for cooling so 
that you m ay m arket a 
high 
percentage of grade A eggs. Re 
frigerated coolers also have the 
advantage of convenience. They 
m ay be installed in the laying 
house w here it is easy to cool 
eggs im m ediately after gathering 
and it is handy for loading and 
unloading cases. 
One possiblity for a cooling 
room is to use an old commer­ 
cial incubator. Several of these 
units are in use in the state and 
they seem to w ork satisfactorily. 
The cooling unit, 
w'hich costs 
betw een $175 and $300 is sim ply 
installed in the wall in one end 
of the incubator. A thermostat 
is used for controlling the tem ­ 
p erature at about 55 degrees F. 
and a relative hum idity of about 
75 per cent. Incubators are gen­ 
erally insulated with cardboard 
and do not require additional 
expense for rem odeling. 
Several com m ercial com panies 
have refrigerated egg cabinets 
on the m arket. These seem to 
be most practical for producers 
w ith a flock of less than a thous­ 
and 
hens. 
Cabinets 
usually 
come in 6 to 12 case sizes and 
this does not allow' any addi­ 
tional room for cooling eggs in 
w ire baskets. If the sm aller size 
is 
used, 
a producer w'ith 500 


higher operating costs. 
Figures show that the cost of 
refrigeration 
runs 
about 
one 
third cent per dozen where the 
producer has 
a flock size 
of 
500 hens or more. This shows it 
is a paying proposition. Anytime 
a producer can invest one-third 
cent and get back 5 to 7 cents, 
it is, indeed a good investment. 
Some producers have inquired 
about 
regular 
air 
conditioners 
for egg cooling rooms. These ma­ 
chines are not satisfactory for 
this purpose because they re 
m ove humidity from the air and 
have 
difficulty in maintaining 
a low temperature. It is always 
best to select a cooling unit de­ 
signed for cooling eggs. 
Plans 
for egg cooling room 
and a partial list of manufactu- 
ers are available at your county 
extension office. 


hens w ould have to m arket eggs 
tw ice a week in order to have 
sufficient cooling room. 
Prices 
on the cabinets range betw een 
$250 and $300. 
Some 
larger 
producers 
w ill 
prefer a w'alk-in type of cooler 
th at can be built in the laying 
house. In planning such a cool­ 
er, room should also be allow ­ 
ed for a w ork area to be used 
for 
cleaning 
and casing 
eggs. 
This w ork area m ay be located 
in the hallw'av betw een the cool­ 
ing room and the feed room. 
Before buying a cooling unit, 
it is best to check w ith th e ‘m an­ 
u facturer on the type and size 
needed for your p articu lar size 
room. If the u nit is too small, 
it w ill be required to run most 
of the tim e to m aintain a tem p­ 
eratu re of 55 degrees F. which 
w ill result in less efficiency and 
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SELECTING AND APPLYING 
M ETAL ROOFING 
Perhaps the two m etal roofing 
materials most w idely used in 
farm 
buildings 
are 
corrugated 
galvanized steel and corrugated 
aluminum. Galvanized steel has 
been an old standby of the farm ­ 
er for m any years. A lum inum 
has been used extensively d u r­ 
ing' the past ten years or so. 
In selecting and using either 
of these roofing m aterials there 
are certain points w'hich should 
be kept in m ind so th at good 
econom ical 
service 
is 
assured. 
First, 
rem em ber th a t 
both 
of 
these m aterials come in various 
grades and sizes. For instance, 
sim ply buying galvanized sheets 
does not mean that you »are get­ 
ting the best quality of galva­ 
nized roofing. The range in q u al­ 
ity is quite wide. 
The two most popular co rru ­ 
gated 
galvanized 
steel 
roofing 
sheets used on the farm are 28 
and 26 guage, w ith the 28 guage 
being som ewhat thinner than the 
26 guage. In general, it’s a good 
idea to use galvanized steel at 
least as heavy as 28 guage for 
farm building roofs. 
T here are also various w eights 
of zinc coating on the galvanized 
steel 
sheets 
which 
affect 
the 
service life of the roofing m a­ 
terial. 
Most 
galvanized 
sheets 
have about 1 to 1 '4 ounces of 
zinc per square foot of roofing. 
T he extrem ely heavy coats of 
zinc coating, such as 2 ounces, 
p er square foot on galvanized 
sheets can be identified by the 
Zinc Institute ‘‘Seal of Q uality” 
stam p which 
appears on each 
sheet. 
In alum inum roofing there are 
tw o types of finishes available, 
one being the rough or em bossed 
sheets also m ake them som ew hat 
stiffer than smooth sheets. 
There are two thicknesses of 
alum inum 
com m only 
used 
on 
farm buildings. One is .019 of 
an inch thick and the other is 
.024 of an inch thick. In open 
deck type roofs, it is better to 
use the thicker m aterial w ith 
the thin type being used on clos­ 
ed type decks. 
A lum inum sheets for farm use 
come in two corrugated 
sizes. 
1 >* 
inch corrugation 
and 
2 Vi 
inch corrugations. W hen choos­ 
ing between these tw o keep in 
m ind th a t th e larger corruga­ 
tions will carry w ater from a 
roof faster and they are about 
tw ice as strong as the sm all cor­ 
rugations. These tw o factors add 
up to the better buy in the 2 1i 
inch corrugations. 
| Regardless of w hich of these 
two m aterials you m ight use. 
rem em ber to use nails m ade of 
the same tyj>a m etal as the roof-* 
ing which you have chosen. Use 
plenty 
of 
nails—at 
least— 100 
nails per square of roffing. Use 
screw shank nails as they are 
m uch superior 
to 
the 
sm ooth 
shank 
nails w hich 
have been 
used in the past.

counties not only failed to lower 
the estimated tax rates, they also 
increased the rate up to 14 cents 
more than was needed to supply 
funds called for in their budgets.

actual assessed valuation been us­ 
ed to compute the rates. 
Noting that the law required 
that final tax rates be computed 
not later than Sept. 1st on the ba­ 
sis of assessed valuation finally 
determined in August, the Survey 
said it released its study at this 
time with the hope that it might 
help counties in setting their tax 
rates for this year.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — U. S. 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings, Jr. 
(D-Mo.) announced today that he 
has been advised by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare that a supplemental ap­ 
propriation has been submitted 
to the Bureau of the Budget for 
transmission to Congress for funds 
to carry out the Water Pollution 
Control Act of 1956. approved by 
the President July 9. 
The Water Pollution Control Act 
of 1956 will make available $50 
million a year during the next ten 
year period in Federal grants-in- 
aid to states and local municipal­ 
ities for the construction of sew­ 
age disposal systems. The Feder­ 
al share of any project is limited 
to 30 per cent of the total cost, or 
$250.000, whichever is the small­ 
er. Half of the funds available 
will go to localities with a pop­ 
ulation of 125.000 or under. 
The Department of Health. Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare also advised 
Hennings that they are now in the 
process of setting up rules, regu­ 
lations and procedure to be fol­ 
lowed in applying for these funds. 
Senator Hennings, earlier in the 
session, urged Congress to enact 
emergency legislation to meet this 
serious problem. In announcing 
that he will give the procedure for 
applying for these ’Federal funds 
just as soon as this information \ 
is available. Hennigs said. 
| 
‘‘Earlier in this session, I strong­ 
ly urged the Congress to give 
favorable consideration 
to this 
legislation which will be of great 
assistance to our Missouri munici­ 
palities in the construction of ade­ 
quate sewage treatment plants. 
The pollution of our water re­ 
sources is a national disgrace. It 
has contributed to the spread of 
bacteria and disease, has 
de­ 
stroyed fish and wildlife, has pre­ 
vented the use of our streams for 
recreational purposes, and 
has 
seriously limited our source of 
drinking water. 
‘‘This problem is one of nation­ 
al concern and since the con­ 
struction qf adequate facilities To 
arrest it will protect the health' 
and welfare of all citizens, I be­ 
lieve that it is only right and just 
that the 
federal 
government 
should participate in this pro­ 
gram. Once the procedure to be 
followed in applying for these 
funds is formulated, I will, of 
course be happy to do all in my 
power in behalf of securing ade­ 
quate funds 1o assist our Mis­ 
souri cities and towns in the con­ 
struction of these needed facili­ 
ties.”

Control Act of 1956, approved by 
the President July 9. 
The W ater Pollution Control Act 
of 1956 will make available $50 
million a year during the next ten 
year period in Federal grants-in- 
aid to states and local municipal­ 
ities for the construction of sew­ 
age disposal systems.

Once the procedure to be 
followed in applying for these 
funds is formulated. I will, of 
course be happy to do all in my 
power in behalf of securing ade­ 
quate funds to assist our Mis­ 
souri cities and towns in the con­ 
struction of these needed facili­ 
ties."

Employment in 
April at 64 million was second 
highest month on' record. Person­ 
al income at 317 billion dollars is 
at a new record and 7 per cent a- 
bove April 1955. On the other hand 
automobile production is down 30 
per cent from the record of April 
1955 but'ifs still above the annual 
rate for any year except 1955.. 
Nance says that while there will 
be minor fluctuations from month 
to month there are no indications 
of significant declines in the busi­ 
ness picture. 
Odds favor 1956 be­ 
ing a better year for business than 
1955. 
Consumers will probably 
have more money to spend than 
ever before during the last half of 
1956. 
The outlook for farm income has 
improved due mainly to an In­ 
crease in farm prices. 
By mid-

The 1956 
fall pig crop Is expected to be 7 
per cent less than last year. 
Eggs — Prices for eggs of good 
quality will advance while those 
sold for current receipts will tend 
to weaken. 
Approximately 15 per 
cent fewer layers are on hand but 
consumption will increase due to 
growth in population. 
Feed Grains—With limited sup­ 
plies of free corn in prospect, corn 
prices are expected to continue 
firm during the next 2 or 3 months. 
A near record supply of feed grain 
is in prospect for the 1956-57 feed­ 
ing year. 
Price of oats and bar­ 
ley probably will decline season­ 
ally in the next 30 days but the 
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drop may be less than usual sinci 
current prices are not much a- 
bove support prices. 
Wheat — Now that the heavy rui 
of harvest is over prices can bt 
expected to rise seasonally to a 
bout $2.00 per bushel. 
Soybeans — The 
1956 soybean 
crop is estimated 
at 
somethin* 
over V400 million bushels, which 
w ill establish a new record. Pric­ 
es are expected to decline neai 
loan rate (2.15) at harvest. 
Cotton — Prices for middling IS­ 
IG" cotton have 
averaged 35.50 
cents in recent weeks on two cents 
above a year ago. Minimum price 
support has been set for 1956 at 
82.5 per cent of parity and prices 
will average about $11.50 a bale, 
less than 1955 crop.

Choice 
and Prim e steers topped at $22.- 
50, and bulk of Choice steers 
and butcher yearlings realized 
$20.50 to $22. Vealers and calves 
strengthened $1.00 under good 
buying on the part of all in­ 
terests. Late sales w ere down­ 
w ard from $23. 
There seems to 
be 
definite 
seasonal strength in prices of 
better grades of cattle, w hile the 
lower grades are slowed up by 
some drought liquidation and a 
cautious stocker and feeder de­ 
mand.

SAYS ECONOMIC 
FORCES DOMINATE 
THE FARM PICTURE 


Despite Administration efforts 
to improve agriculture, the old 
law of supply and demand still 
holds good and output of farm 
products continues to run ahead 
of 
consumption, 
according 
to 
Rex R. Bailey, president of the 
Doane Agriculture Service, Inc., 
St. Louis. 
Speaking before the Ninth An­ 
nual Stocker and Feeder Con­ 
ference 
of the 
National 
Live 
Stock Producers Association in 
St. 
Louis, Bailey pointed 
out 
that even w ith m arketing con­ 
trols, and in spite of drought, 
we produced in 1955 4.4 percent 
more agricultural products than 
we consumed. Moreover, some 
economists, he said, believe that 
the trend will continue. 
Repeating a statem ent which 
he made before the Economic 
Conference at Rollins College in 
Florida in 1953, Bailey asserted 
that “economic forces wnll be 
the dominating influence regard­ 
less of the party in power.1' 
The 
agricultural 
expert 
ob­ 
served that results obtained from 
our farming, ranching and feed­ 
ing operations during the past 
four y ean have had a sobering 
effect on us all. “They have 
proved that the ‘easy money’ 
period is past and all indica­ 
tions 
point 
to continued 
low 
prices and close m argins in the 
coming year and perhaps long­ 
er.” 
“The major hazard of farming 
and 
ranching,” 
he 
said, 
“has 
shifted from production to pric­ 
es. The price hazard is up. Cap­ 
ital investments of farm ers and 
ranchers are high.” 
Sixty-nine live stock special­ 
ists from 21-member agencies of 
the National Association attend­ 
ed the twd-day meeting. 
The 
Producers Live Stock M arket­ 
ing Association at National Stock 
Yards was host to representative 
of the various agencies which 
serve some 557,000 farm ers and 
ranchers on 89 m ajor live stock 
m arkets throughout the U. S. 
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BEHIND THE SCENES AT 
YOUR LIVESTOCK MARKETS 
Let's take a look behind the 
scenes at a topic that we hear 
mentioned almost every day of 
the 
year—-the 
m eat-type 
hog. 
Let’s take a new look at the 
qualities that a m eat-type hog 
should have. 
We might say th a t this m eat 
hog should have quailities that 
will satisfy all the wants of the 
consumer, 
retailer, 
processor, 
m arket 
people 
and 
producer; 
qualities that will give a reason­ 
able return to the producer and 
all levels of the m arketing and 
processing 
channels; 
and 
that 
will provide the pork cuts de­ 
sired by the consum er at a rea­ 
sonable price to her. We do have 
some ideas on the qualities need­ 
ed but there are differences of 
opinion on w hat and how to get 
them. 
It appears that people w ant a 
combination of leaness and ten­ 
derness in meat. This is not an 
impossible combination. 
In defining a m eat-type hog, 
let’s use the word type as the 
key word. Type is all those char­ 
acteristics which 
contribute to 
the usefulness of the animal for 
a specific purpose. 
We can m easure the hogs use­ 
fulness in three ways. 
First, by the h o g s ability to 
prolifically 
reproduce 
t h e m - 
selves. Consider the feed fed the 
sow as overhead, each pig of 
an eight-pig litter is about $6.25 
in the red as com pared to $8.33 
lo r each pig from a litter of 
iix. Eight pigs per litter is the 
accepted standard. 
The second m easure is the ef­ 
ficiency of feed utilization. We 
must get economical gains. Feed 
efficiency is reasonably herita­ 
ble. The “on-the-fcrm ” measure 
of this is w eight for agv so long 
as the pigs are on full 
feed. 
Thus, a 200 pound hog at 180 
days has become the standard. 
The third m easure is the con­ 
sum er’s acceptance of the pork 
cuts. It is not entirely a lack of 
fat 
that 
the 
housewife 
wants 
but rather a lot of muscle (red 
meat) with a favorable ratio of 
fat to lean. 
So. meat-type hogs are those 
which 
will 
consistently 
repro­ 
duce 
themselves 
in 
litters 
of 
eight or mona pigs. At m arket 
weights of 200—225 pounds they 
will have a minimum of carcass 
fat 
and 
adequate muscling as 
to provide choice quality, readi­ 
ly acceptable cuts of pork. And 
they will attain these two goals 
in from five to six months of 
age while on a full feed of a 
common, practical, corn belt ra ­ 
tion consisting largely of corn. 
Such a hog would yield cuts 
of pork that would gain ground 
once again in the consumer's fa­ 
vor. 
Selection of breeding stock is 
the most im portant item in get­ 
ting this kind of meat hogs. This 
kind 
of 
hog 
would 
command 
higher m arket prices every day. 


REFRIGERATED EGGS 
ON THE FARM 
One of the newest items of 
poqltry 
equipm ent 
used 
by 
Southeast Missouri egg produc­ 
ers is the refrigerated egg cool­ 
er. Several requests for infor­ 
m ation on coolers have been re­ 
ceived 
this 
year 
so 
probably 
several cooling cabinets and re­ 
frigerated 
egg 
rooms 
will 
be 
installed or built this year. 
Research on egg holding rooms 
at the Missouri College of A gri­ 
culture has shown that quality 
can be maintained in a well in­ 
sulated cellar or basement, es­ 
pecially if the eggs are m arketed 
twice a week during the sum ­ 
m er months. Unfortunately some 
producers do not have this type 
of 
cooling 
place 
available. 
If 
this is the case on your farm, 
they you may want to consider 
using refrigeration for cooling so 
that 
you may m arket a 
high 
percentage of grade A eggs. Re­ 
frigerated coolers also have the 
advantage of convenience. They 
may be installed in the laying 
house where it is easy to cool 
eggs immediately after gathering 
and it is handy for loading and 
unloading cases. 
One possiblity for a cooling 
room is to use an old com m er­ 
cial incubator. Several of these 
units are in use in the state and 
they seem to work satisfactorily. 
The 
cooling 
unit, 
which 
costs 
between $175 and $300 is simply 
installed in the wall in one end 
of the incubator. A therm ostat 
is used for controlling the tem ­ 
perature at about 55 degrees F. 
and a relative hum idity of about 
75 per cent. Incubators are gen­ 
erally insulated with cardboard 
and 
do not require 
additional 
expense for remodeling. 
Several commercial companies 
have 
refrigerated 
egg cabinets 
on the market. These seem to 
be most practical for producers 
with a flock of less than a thous­ 
and 
hens. 
Cabinets 
usually 
come in 6 to 12 case sizes and 
this do-es not allow any addi­ 
tional room for cooling eggs in 
wire baskets. If the sm aller size 
is 
used, 
a 
producer 
w ith 
500 
hens would have to m ark et eggs 
twice a week in order to have 
sufficient cooling 
room. 
Prices 
on the cabinets range between 
$250 and $300. 
Some 
larger 
producers 
will 
prefer a walk-in type of cooler 
that can be built in the laying 
house. In planning such a cool­ 
er, room should also be allow­ 
ed for a work area to be used 
for 
cleaning 
and casing 
eggs. 
This work area may bo located 
in the hallway between the cool­ 
ing room and the feed room. 
Before buying a cooling unit, 
it is best to check with t h e ‘m an­ 
ufacturer on the type and size 
nevded for your particular size 
room. If the unit is too small, 
it will be required to run most 
of the time to m aintain a tem p­ 
erature of 55 degrees F. which 
will result in less efficiency and 
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higher operating costs. 
Figures show that the cost of 
refrigeration 
runs 
about 
one- 
third cent per dozen where the 
producer 
has 
a 
flock size 
of 
500 hens or more. This shows it 
is a paying proposition. Anytime 
a producer can invest one-third 
cent and get back 5 to 7 cents, 
it is, indeed a good investment. 
Some producers have inquired 
about 
regular 
air 
conditioners 
for egg cooling rooms. These m a­ 
chines are not satisfactory for 
this purpose because they re ­ 
move humidity from the air and 
have 
difficulty 
in 
maintaining 
a low tem perature. It is always 
best to select a cooling unit de­ 
signed for cooling eggs. 
Plans 
for egg 
cooling 
room 
and a partial list of manufactu- 
ers are available at your county 
extension office. 


SELECTING AND APPLYING 
METAL ROOFING 
Perhaps the two metal roofing 
m aterials most widely used in 
farm 
buildings 
are 
corrugated 
galvanized steel and corrugated 
alum inum . Galvanized steel has 
been an old standby of the farm ­ 
er for many years. Aluminum 
has been used extensively du r­ 
ing the past ten years or so. 
In selecting and using either 
of these roofing m aterials there 
are certain points which should 
be kept in mind so that good 
economical 
service 
is 
assured. 
First, 
rem em ber 
that 
both 
of 
these materials come in various 
grades and sizes. For instance, 
simply buying galvanized sheets 
does not mean that y o u ‘are get­ 
ting the best quality of galva­ 
nized roofing. The range in qual­ 
ity is quite wide. 
The two most popular corru­ 
gated 
galvanized 
steel 
roofing 
sheets used on the farm are 28 
and 26 guage, with the 28 guage 
being somewhat thinner than the 
26 guage. In general, it’s a good 
idea to use galvanized steel at 
least as heavy as 28 guage for 
farm building roofs. 
There are also various weights 
of zinc coating on the galvanized 
steel 
sheets 
which 
affect 
the 
service life of the roofing m a­ 
terial. 
Most 
galvanized 
sheets 
have about 1 to IN ounces of 
zinc per square foot of roofing. 
The extremely heavy coats of 
zinc coating, such as 2 ounces, 
per square foot on galvanized 
sheets can be identified by the 
Zinc Institute “Seal of Q uality’’ 
stam p which appears on each 
sheet. 
In aluminum roofing there are 
two types of finishes available, 
one being the rough or embossed 
sheets also make them somewhat 
stiffer than smooth sheets. 
There are two thicknesses of 
alum inum 
commonly 
used 
on 
farm buildings. One is .019 of 
an inch thick and the other is 
.024 of an inch thick. In open 
deck type roofs, it is better to 
use the thicker m aterial with 
the thin type being used on clos­ 
ed type decks. 
Aluminum sheets for farm use 
come in two corrugated 
sizes. 
1 <4 
inch 
corrugation 
and 
2 Vi 
inch corrugations. When choos­ 
ing between these two keep in 
mind that the 
larger corruga­ 
tions will carry w ater from a 
roof faster and they are about 
twice as strong as the small cor­ 
rugations. These two factors add 
up to the better buy in the 2 1 a 
inch corrugations. 
| Regardless of which of these 
two m aterials you might use. 
rem em ber to use nails made of 
the same tyj>2 metal as the roof-v 
ing which you have chosen. Use 
plenty 
of 
nails—at 
least— 100 
nails per square of roffing. Use 
screw shank nails as they are 
much 
superior 
to 
the 
smooth 
shank 
nails 
which 
have 
been 
used in the past.

BEHIND THE SCENES AT 
YOUR LIVESTOCK MARKETS 
Let’s take a look behind the 
scenes at a topic that we hear 
mentioned almost every day of 
the 
year— the 
meat-type 
hog. 
Let’s take a new look at the 
qualities that a meat-type hog 
should have. 
We might say that this meat 
hog should have qualities that 
will satisfy all the wants of the 
consumer, 
retailer, 
processor, 
market 
people 
and 
producer; 
qualities that will giv-z a reason­ 
able return to the producer and 
all levels of the marketiirg and 
processing 
channels; 
and 
that 
will provide the pork cuts de­ 
sired by the consumer at a rea­ 
sonable price to her. We do have 
some ideas on the qualities need­ 
ed but there are differences of 
opinion on what and how to get 
them. 
It appears that people want a 
combination of leaness and ten­ 
derness in meat. This is not an 
impossible combination. 
In defining a meat-type hog, 
let’s use the word type as the 
key word. Type is alt those char­ 
acteristics 
which 
contribute to 
Ihe usefulness of the animal for 
a specific purpose. 
We can measure the hogs use­ 
fulness in three ways. 
First, by the hogs ability to 
prolifically 
reproduce 
t h e m - 
selves. Consider the feed fed the 
sow as overhead, each pig of 
an eight-pig litter is about $6.25 
in the red as compared to $8.33 
for each pig 
from a litter of 
fix. Eight pins per litter is the 
accepted standard. 
The second measure is the ef­ 
ficiency of feed utilization. We 
must get economical gains. Feed 
efficiency is reasonably herita­ 
ble. The “on-the-farm” measure 
of this is weight for ap.* so long 
•s the pigs are on full feed. 
Thus, a 200 pound hog at 180 
days has become the standard. 
The third measure js the con­ 
sumer’s acceptance of the pork 
cuts. It is not entirely a lack of 
fat 
that 
the 
housewife 
wants 
but rather a lot of muscle (red 
meat) with a favorable ratio of 
fat to lean. 
So, meat-type hogs are those 
w+iich 
will 
consistently 
repro­ 
duce 
themselves 
in 
litters 
of 
eight or mors? pigs. At market 
weights of 200— 225 pounds they 
will have a minimum of carcass 
fat 
and 
adequate muscling as 
to provide choice quality, readi­ 
ly acceptable cuts of pork. And 
they will attain these two goals 
in from five to six months of 
age while on a full feed of a 
common, practical, corn belt ra­ 
tion consisting largely of corn. 
Such a hog would yield cuts 
of pork that would gam ground 
once again in the consumer’s fa­ 
vor. 
Selection of breeding stock is 
the most important item in get­ 
ting this kind of meat hogs. This 
kind 
of

higher market prices every day. 


REFRIGERATED EGGS 
ON THE FARM 
One of the newest items of 
poqltry 
equipment 
used 
by 
Southeast Missouri egg produc­ 
ers is the refrigerated egg cool­ 
er. Several requests for infor­ 
mation on coolers have been re­ 
ceived 
this 
year 
so 
probably 
several cooling cabinets and re­ 
frigerated 
egg 
rooms

installed or built this year. 
Research on egg holding rooms 
at the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture has shown that quality 
can be maintained in a well in­ 
sulated cellar or basement, es­ 
pecially if the eggs are marketed 
twice a week during the sum­ 
mer months.

Figures show that the cost of 
refrigeration 
runs 
about

third cent per dozen where the

SELECTING AND APPLYING 
METAL ROOFING 
Perhaps the two metal roofing

sheets used on the farm are 28 
and 26 guage, with the 28 guage 
being somewhat thinner than the 
26 guage. In general, it's a good 
idea to use galvanized steel at 
least as heavy as 28 guage for 
farm building roofs. 
There are also various weights 
Of zinc coating on the galvanized 
steel 
sheols 
which 
affect 
the 
service life of the roofing m a­ 
terial. 
Most 
galvanized 
sheets 
have about I to IU ounces of 
zinc per square foot of roofing. 
The extremely heavy coats of 
zinc coating, such as 2 ounces, 
per square foot on galvanized 
sheets tan be identiI iod by the 
Zinc Institute “Seal of Quality" 
stamp which appears on each 
sheet. 
In aluminum roofing there arc 
two types of finishes available, 
one being the rough or embossed 
sheets also make them somewhat 
stiffer than smooth sheets. 
There arc two thicknesses of 
aluminum 
commonly 
used 
on 
farm buildings. One is .019 of 
an inch thick and the other is 
.024 of an inch thick. In open 
deck type roofs* it is better to 
use the thicker material 
with 
the thin type being used on clos­ 
ed type decks. 
Aluminum sheets for farm use 
come in two corrugated sizes, 
IU 
inch 
corrugation 
and 
21* 
inch corrugations. When choos­ 
ing between these two keep in 
mind that the larger corruga­ 
tions will carry water from a 
roof faster and they are about 
twice as strong as the small cor­ 
rugations. These two factors add 
up to tthe better buy in the 2 'i 
inch corrugations. 
| Regardless of which of these 
two materials you might use, 
remember to use nails made of 
the same type metal as the roof-, 
ing which you have chosen. Use 
plenty 
of 
nails—at 
least— IOO 
nails per square of roffing. Use 
screw shank nails as they are 
much 
superior 
to 
the 
smooth 
shank 
nails 
which 
have been 
used in the past.
